Adams 
seemed to be an Intelligent and fair 
man who was anxious to hear the 
truth. He seemed not to regard Wil- 
kinson very highly. 

Upon his assurance that Chlsm was 
a more able man than Wilkinson I 
agreed with Adams, positively, to 
meet Chlsm in debate, at a town nam- 
ed Temple, forty miles from where 
we were.

I did not accept them for the follow- 
ing reasons: Lexington. Okla., was a 
hundred miles away. The proposi 
Hons are not decisive but of an inde- 
finite nature and incapable of discus- 
sion to a final and eonsluslve Issue. I 
heard from various parties that Chlsm 
was a man of no more force than Wil- 
kinson, and I heard from many 
sources that Chlsm was a very Insult- 
ing man Everybody spoke favorably 
of Wilkinson's deportment and nobody 
spoke favorably of Chlsm's 

The ungrammatlcal note of Chlsm 
showed him to be an uneducated man.
